Chapter of the former Epiſtle of Saint Paul to the 
Corinthians, | | 
Tow is Chriſt riſen from the dead, and : cor. 
become the firſt-fruits of them that 525 

ſlept. For ſince by man came death, by man came 
alſo the reſurreCtion of the dead. For as in Adam 
all die, even ſo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order : Chriſt the firſt-fruits; 
afterward they that are Chriſts, at his coming, 
Then cometh the end, when he ſhall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God; even the Father; when 
he ſhall have put down all rule, and all authority 
and power, For he malt reign till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. 'The laſt enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroyed is death : for he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he ſaith all things are put 
under him, it is manifeſt that he is excepted which 
did put all things under him. And when all things 
ſhall be ſubdued unto him, then ſhall the Son alſo 
himſelf be ſubject unto him that put all things un- 
der him, that God may be all in all. Elſe what 
ſhall they do which are baptized for the dead, if the 
dead riſenot at all? why are they then baptized for 
the dead? And why ſtand we 1n jeopardy every 
hour ? I proteſt by your rejoycing, which I have in 
Chnift Jeſs our Lord, I die daily. If after the man- 
ner of men I have fought with beaſts at Epheſus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead riſe not ? Let 
us eat and drink, for to morrow we die. Be not de- 
ceived; evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners. Awake to righteouſneſs, and fin not ; for fome 
have not the knowledge of God. I ſpeak this to 
your ſhame. But fotne man will fay, How are the 
dead raiſed up ? and with what body do they come? 
Thou fool, that which thou ſoweſt is not quickned, 
Except it die. And that which thou ſoweſt, thou 
ſoweſt not that body that ſhall be, but bare grain, 
it may Chance of wheat, or of ſomeother grain. But 
God giveth it a body, as it hath pleaſed him, and to 
every ſeed his own bolly. All fleſh is not the ſame 
fleſh, but there is one kind of fleſh of men, another 
fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, and another of birds. 
There are alſo celeſtial bodies, and bodies terreſtri- 
al; but the glory of the celeſtial is one, and the 
glory of the terreſtrial is another, There is one glo- 
ry of the ſin, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the ſtars; for one ſtar differcth 
from another ſtar in glory. So alſo is the reſurrection 
of the dead; It is ſown in corruption, it is raiſed in in- 
corruption:It is ſown in diſhonour; it is raiſed in glo- 
ry : It is ſown in weakneſs; it is raiſedin power: it 
is ſown a natural body ; itis raiſeda ſpiritual body- 
There is a natural boy, and there is a ſpiritual bo-
